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FLYER TURNS OUTSIDE LOOPS 
TO TEST PLANE’S STRENGTH 


One of :Naval-Lieutenant’s Feats, a Single Up- 
ward Circle, Thought to Be First Ever 
Accomplished in Aviation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. _21.—To 


test the strength of airplanes un- 
der severe strain, Lieut. A. J. Wil- 
liams, champion speed*flyer of the 
navy, has successfully completed 
three outside loops at the Anacos- 
tia naval air station here. One of 
the feats {is understood . never. to 


have been accomplished before. 

Under’ orders to determine the 
resistance of-the machine, for 
guidance in designing fighting 
craft, : Williams .experimented se- 
cretly Saturday and successfully 
turned--a. single upward outside 
loop. <As he sped along upright 
he gradually went into.a half 
roll, turning the machine on 
its back before he entered the up- 
ward loop. This kept the flyer 
on the outside until the circle was 
completed. He then made another 
half roll and landed. 

Yesterday, Williams duplicated 


the -feat of Lieut. James Doolittle 
of the army, when he made a 
downward outside loop. This is 
accomplished by diving. nose-first 
into the.loop. Not satisfied with 
this, the pilot made a half-roll 
when this loop was completed and, 
upside down, continued into an- 
other upward outside loop to com- 
plete a figure eight. 

A Curtiss biplane of the fighter 
type with a Pratt & Whitney 400- 
horsepower air-cooled engine was 
used in the tests. They were made 
within 1000 feet, the plane being 
kept below 3000 and above 2000 
feet. An inspection of the ship 
following the feats failed to show 
any undue strain. 

Lieut. Williams said he had 
proved his contention that it was 
unnecessary to knock a plane 
around in the air to accomplish 
feats. He added that he was not 
attempting stunt flying and that 
he had tried to keep the perform- 
ance secret.

4—4 GIFT TAX DECISION 


But Also Says It Cannot Answer 
Questions Asked by Lower 
Tribunal.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Rec- 
ognizing that its 4—4 decision in 
a case brought by John W. Blod- 
gett of Michigan has been mis- 
understood, the Supreme Court is- 
sued an explanation today through 
Chief Justice Taft to clarify wheth- 
er it had passed on the constitu- 
tionality of the gift tax imposed 
by the revenue act of 1924. 

The statement declared that “an 
equal] division of opinion among the 
eight Justices who heard and con- 
sidered this matter renders its im- 
possible categorically to answer’ 
questions that had been asked’ by 
the lower court with regard to the 
constitutionality of the tax.

FIRST SOVIET GOLD ARRIVES

bars worth $5,000,000, cénsigned to 
the Chase Nationat Bank and the 
Equitable Trust'Co. by the soviet 
Government of Russia, arrived’ in 
New York today.

LINDBERGH BACK 
FROM CHICAGO ON 
AIR MAIL FLIGHT 


Brings in Douglas Plane at 
9 O’Clock, Ahead of 
Schedule, Completing 
Round Trip. 


SPENDS QUIET NIGHT 
WITH FELLOW PILOTS 


Five Flyers Carry Total of 
4278 Pounds — More 
Than $26,000 Spent by 
Public on Postage Stamps 


Flying a big Douglas mail plane 
ahe@d of schedule, Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh landed at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, completing his self-imposed 
task of making a round trip over 
his old air mail route between St. 
Louis and Chicago to dramatize 
and advertise the postal air service. 

Public response to Lindbergh's 
appeal to help the air mail was 


far beyond the fondest dreams: of 
air line operators. From St. Louis 
alone, Lindbergh and his flying 
mates carried 1997 pounds and 10 
ounces of mail matter. At Spring- 
field they picked up 778 pounds 
more and at Peoria 518 additional 
for a total of 3293 pounds and 10 
ounces on the northbound trip. 

Returning, Lindbergh and the 
other pilots carried a total of 985 
pounds and two ounces. Alto- 
gether more than $26,000 was 
spent on postage stamps for the 
flight and the gross receipts for 
the two days t- the carrying com- 
pany, the Robertson Aircraft Cor- 
poration, will be about, $10,826, 
figured at the contract rate of 
$2.53 cents a pound of mail, 

After a quiet night with his fel- 
low pilots in the apartment of a 
flyer at Chicago, Lindbergh was at 
the Chicago flying field ghortly aft- 
er 56 a. m. today. At 6:12, with the 
cockpit of his plane filled to the 
top with mail, the Colonel took the 
air. 

Five Minutes at Peoria. 

He landed at Peoria at 7:25 a. 
m. Within five minutes the Peoria 
sacks had been unloaded and he 
was On his way again. .He landed 
at Springfield, his second stop, at 
8:05, and took off again within 
the five minutes provided by the 
postal schedule. 

Just 50 minutes later, less than 
100 watchers at the flying field 
here heard the drumming of his 
motor to the north. The Douglas, 
driving through a smoke pall at 
more than 100 miles an hour,-shot 
across the field a moment later. 
Climbing slightly, Lindbergh swung 
his ship off to the west and, set- 
tling easily, landed in front of the 
National Guard hangar. 

Thomas P. Nelson, Cleveland- 
New York air mail route flyer, an 
ld flying mate of Lindbergh, left 

hicago at 6:25 with another load 
of mail. Like the postal matter 
carried in Lindbergh’s ship, his 
load was made up of mail posted 
within the last few days especial- 
ly for the flight and destined ot 
be treasured for its value as a 
souvenir of the great flyer’s two- 
day return to the mail service, 

Other Pilots Await Mail, 

Chief Pilot “Bud’’*Gurney ‘and 
Pilots E. L, Sloniger, Leslie ‘Smith 
and Philip R. Love, the last an- 
other old flying mate of Lindbergh 
were held at Chicago after Nelson’s 
takeoff to carry New York and 
Pacific Coast mail to St. Louis. 
They arrived at intervals during 
the day. 

After he landed: this morning, 
Lindbergh taxied. his ship up to 
the waiting mail wagon and after 
leaving it in charge of mechanics, 
quickly doffed. his fur-lined fly- 
ing suit, stopped a few minutes to 
talk to newspapermen and  pre- 
pared to leave the field for the 
day.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Angry 
scenes, verging on disorder, oc- 
curred before a subcommittee of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
yesterday afternoon, when Federal 
Trade Commissioner Abram F. 
Myers appeared to explain his con- 
duct in connection with the Bread 


Trust case, which had previously 
been characterized as including 
‘not only lying, but forgery.” 

After imputing falsehoods to 
Federal Judge Soper, United States 
District Attorney Woodcock, and 
three prominent members of the 
Baltimore bar, Myers denounced 
Senators Walsh and Borah to their 
faces as having been “villainously 
unfair,” and brought his tem- 
pestuous testimony to a climax by 
shouting at the dignified Walsh, 
who is old enough to be his father: 

“There isn’t a bit of fairness in| 
you anywhere.” 

Walsh Wants Record to Stand. 

Then, when it was all over, orm 
the hearing had ended, he ap- 
proached the committee privately, 
and begged leave to withdraw his 
“hot-tempéred remarks,” to which 
Walsh coldly rejoined: “If you 
mean your insolence toward me, I 
object. I want the record to 
stand.” 

Myers is a young lawyer who 
got his start in the Department of 
Justice. He was promoted by At- 
torney-General Harry Daugherty 
to a post of responsibility in the 
department, and afterward was 
elevated by President Coolidge to 
the Federal Trade Commission, one 
of the most important offices in 
the government. 

He denounced Walsh’s methods 
of conducting past investigations 
as having been “uniformly unfair, 
and inspired by motives of per- 
sonal or partisan political advan- 
tage.” When pressed to name 
specifically the methods of which 
he complained, he muntioned that 
Walsh had once interviewed a 
prospective witness, and then de- 
clined to use him; that he had ac- 
cepted suggestions from others in 
asking questions, and that he had 
said of one Department of Justice 
agent who appeared before him 
that “he wouldn't assign him to 
investigate a bootlegger.” 


| 

Puts Blame On His Secretary. 

The committee indignantly de- 
manded to know whether this was 
all he had to justify his grave ac- 
cusation against the Montana Sena- 
tor, and Myers airily replied that it 
was sufficient for him. 

His defense against. the charge 
that he had failed to form the 
court of vital facts in the “Bread 
Trust” -case—whereby the Conti- 
nental Baking Co., was allowed to 
escape prosecution—and that he 
had presented the committee with 
a spurious copy of a letter in sup- 
port of his claim, consisted of 
three parts. 

First, he accused Judge Soper, 
District Attorney Woodcock and 
three Baltimore attorneys of per- 
jury. 

Second, he laid the blame for the 
spurious copy upon his secretary, 
a trembling little stenographer 
who took the stand and accepted 
the responsibility. — 

Third, he abused the members 
of the ‘committee. 

Borah Rakes, Witness. 

When Borah grimly informed 
him that he did not consider the 
explanation plausible, Myers stuck 
his thumbs in his vest, cocked an 
eye on the ceiling, and observed 
that it was “difficult to convince 
aman against his will.” 

“It’s not against my will, but it

“If the bankrupts fail in their 
duties to creditors ‘1 properly pre- 
serving the assets and protecting 
the estate, there must be criminal 
statutes to deal with them.”

PONTIAC, Mich. Feb. 21.-— 


"The Fords obtained the Lincoln 
properties by virtue of their prom- 
ises to us. To retain these proper- 
ties and to break their promises to 


use is a species of fraud. And, 
charged with that fraud, they now 
seek to perpetuate it against these 
2000 plaintiffs by resorting to 
technicalities that are not even 
specious, rathen than, as would an 
innocent man, demanding a 
prompt trial that they might be 
exculpated of the serious wrong 
we charge.” 

The foregoing is from the brief 
filed by William Henry Gallagher 
and Kenneth M. Stevens, counsel 
for Henry M. Leland and his son, 
Wilfred C., in- the Circuit Court 
here yesterday in the suit of the 
Lelands on behalf of some 2000 
stockholders against Henry and 
Edsel Ford for $6,000,000 as a re- 
sult of the sale of the Lincoln Mo- 
tor Co. in 14922. 

The Lelands charge the Fords 
gained possession of the Lincoln 
company under an agreement that 
Henry Ford would see that the 
stockholders would be fully paid 
by him when the company was or- 
dered sold by the United States 
District Court. Henry Ford pur- 
chased the company from the re- 
ceiver for $8,000,000. 

Claim They Had Oral Contract. 

The Lelands contend that soon 
after the Fords took possession the 
Lelands, who were to have been 
retained in official capacities, were 
dismissed, and that the Fords re- 
pudiated any contract, oral or 
written, that they -would reimburse 
the stockholders. The Lelands 
contend the contract was oral. 

“Ford was the man who planned 
to reap the harvest,” the brief sets 
out. “He was to obtain the skill 
of the. Lelands and their services 
to sow the seed for him and the 
defendants were to reap the har- 
vest. 

“Let us picture what Ford was 
to receive and just what he was to 
pay. Ford was to get all the as- 
sets held by the: receiver and pay 
for them whatever price was nec- 
essary at the public sale. The re- 


ceiver had only the physical as- | 


sets, He did not have and could 
not sell to any bidder the repu- 
tation of the Lelands, their skill, 
good will and future services and 
earning power. Only. the Lelands 
could sell these items, 

“After the receiver’s appoint- 
ment the creditors and stockhold- 
ers had no right to demand the 
return of their losses from the Le- 
lands. 

Ford Alone to Gain. 

“It was Ford who was to gain 
by the Leland association. It was 
Ford who wished to capitalize the 
Leland good will. It was Ford who 
advertised to the world that the 
. Lelands would remain in control. 
The Lelands who headed their own 
Plants all their lives could gain no 
Position of elevation by agreeing to 
become associates of Henry Ford. 

“They—the Fords—have repeat- 
edly stated that the primary mo- 
tive of the Lelands was to create 
jobs for themselves. This in face 
of the bill which states the de- 
fendants would not purchase the 
plant without the services of the 
Lelands. Who stood to gain from 
this agreement? 

“Ford was the man who planned 
to reap the harvest. He was to 
obtain the skill of the Lelands and 
their services to sow the seed for 
him and the defendants were to 
reap the harvest. Instead of plan- 
ning to feather their own nests, 
the Lelands actually agreed to sell 
their services to the defendants 
that the defendahts might make a 
profit thereon. The accusation of 
‘feathering one’s nest’ is one that 
peculiarly fits the defendant.” 

If the Court after considering 
the point at issue, holds the Fords 
must answer the bill, a prolonged 
court fight is anticipated. Judge 
Covert will take up the briefs for 
consideration Wednesday. 

Contention of Fords. 

The Fords contend that “‘this a)- 
leged ora) contract fe a contract to 
answer for the debt, default, or 
misdoings of the Lincoln Motor 
Co., @ Delaware corporation, and 
is void under the statute of frauds 
of the State of Michigan.” 

This suit marks the open break 
between friends of long standing. 
At the time of purchase of the 
company at a receivership sale, 
Henry Ford was quoted to the ef. 
fect that he took over the com- 
pany partly because of friendship 
for Henry M. Leland and his son.

sue summonses for District At- 
torney Woodcock and the three 
Baltimore attorneys whose veracity 
had been challenged by Myers. It 
expects to hear them Thursday. 
Judge Soper testified last Fri- 
day, and presented affidavits from 
the other four, all of which were 
contradicted by Myers yesterday. 
As has been explained, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission started ac- 
tion against the Continental Bak- 
ing Co., under the anti-trust laws 
in 1925, after it had acquired 25 
baking companies. While an in- 
vestigation was in progress, the 
Continental ' joined three other 
holding companies in a still vast- 
er merger, whereupon the Depart- 
ment of Justice filed suit to dis- 
solve both mergers. 

Trust Increased Holdings. 
Myers, then an Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, entered into a deal 
with the baking combine, whereby 
they agreed to abandon the latest 
merger, if given immunity for the 
first. However, in the consent de- 
cree which was drawn up and 
submitted to Judge Soper, it was 
expressly stated that the _ suit 
against the Continental was dis- 
missed because proceedings against 
it were pending before the Trade 
Commission. As a matter of fact, 
the commission had dismissed its 
proceeding the previous day, on 
the ground that the dissolution suit 
was pending. Myers knew this. 
Since then the Continental has ac- 
quired a total of 96 baking com- 
panies. 

In explaining his action several 
months ago to a subcommittee 
consisting of Senators Walsh, 
Borah and Deneen, Myers testi- 
fied that he told Judge Soper about 
the dismissal by the commission 
when he presented the decree. He 
added that the Judge’s haste to 
get away for a vacation had pre- 
vented him from explaining it as 
fully as he wished. This caused 
the subcommittee, in its majority 
report, to criticize the the con- 
duct of the Judge, and Judge Sop- 
er appeared Friday at his own re- 
quest to exonerate himself. 

Judge Denied Charge. 
He not only declared that Myers 
had not mentioned a word about 
the dismissal to him, but he pre- 
sented corroborating affidavits 
from Woodcock, who had appeared 
with Myers for the Government, 
and from George Weems Williams, 
Charles McHenry and Jesse N. 
Bowen, attorneys for the defend- 
ant baking companies. In reply to 
Myers’ statement that he rushed 
the proceedings in order to get 
away, Judge Soper ‘produced his 
docket, showing that he held court 
all day, and throughout several 
succeeding days. 
Myers previously had submitted 
to the subcommittee what he said 
was the carbon copy of a letter 
written to Judge Soper after the 
court hearing, in which he said he 
“distinctly remembered” telling the 
judge about the dismissal. Judge 
Soper on Friday produced the 
original letter which he received 
from Myers, and it did not contain 
that passage, which drew from 
Borah the remark that there 
seemed to have been “not only ly- 
ing, but forgery.” 
Myers yesterday explained this 
by saying that he had first drafted 
a& letter containing this passage, 
but decided to delete it, and dic- 
tated a second, which was sent. 
By mistake, he said, his secretary 
had filed a carbon of the first let- 
ter, and fit had been submitted to 
the committee. Myers did not re- 
ply when Borah pointed out that 
the first letter was wholly in keep- 
ing with Myers’ oral testimony 
that he had mentioned the dismis-- 


Answering Walsh's uiry as to 
the haste in which the consent de- 
cree was _resented, Myers said the 
defendant companies had insisted 
upon it, because their securfties 
and credit were being depreciated 
by the pending suit.

nancial interests of Wall Street 
were opposed to the second mer- 
ger.

‘My surmise is that the urgency 
came from the Continental, which 
was to receive immunity for ils 
first offense, and not from the 
other companies involved in the 
second merger,” Walsh dryly ob- 
served. He then proceeded to read 
from a newspaper statement issued 
by Myers Saturday night, in which 
Myers said: - 

“Every important act of the De- 
partment of Justice and the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission during the 
last several years has been the sub- 
ject of political attack from Cap- 
itol Hill, and I think the time has 
come to shed light on some of the 
methods employed in some of these 
investigations.’’ 

Walsh Grills Witness. 

“Just what investigation did you 
have in mind when you made 
that statement?” asked Walsh, his 
cold blue eyes fixed intently on the 
witness, not more than an erm’s 
length away. Myers flushed, hesi- 
tated, and then defiantly an- 
swered: 

“The ones I had particularly in 
mind were the investigation of the 
aluminum industry (Secretary Mel- 
lon’s company) by you; and this 
investigation of the Bread Trust, 
by you. Is that an answer?” 

“Yes, that’s good, so far. Now 
please tell us just what methods 
I employed in those investigations 
that seemed improper to you.” 

Myers replied that during the 
aluminum investigation Walsh had 
called a prospective witness to nis 
office, and after interviewing him, 
had failed to put him on the wit- 
ness stand. 

“You didn’t use him because he 
wouldn't say what you wanted him 
to, and I say that you deliberately 
suppressed that  evidénce,” he 
shouted. 

Walsh’s face was like iron, but 
he kept his feelings under perfect 
control, 

“If his testimony would have 
been favorable to the other side, 
and if you knew it, why didn’t 
you put him on the stand?” he 
grated. Meyers fumbled, and said 
he wasn’t sure the other side knew 
about it at the time. 


Myers Names Manly. 

“In the bread trust investiga- 
tion, you kept a man at your side, 
who whispered suggestions to you 
about questioning witnesses, There 
he sits now,” Myers went on, point- 
ing at Basil Manly, formerly di- 
rector of the People’s Legislative 
Service, an establifhment for mak- 
ing research into economic and 
legislative problems. 

Manly is now a newspaper cor- 
respondent, and recently discovered 
that $25,000 of the tainted Con- 
tinental Trading Co. bonds in the 
oil scandal had been given to thé 
Republican National Committee. 
Manly smiled. 


“Your methods in this bread 
trust investigation have been a cry- 
ing shame,” Myers. continued. 
“You have belittled our achieve- 
ment in getting this consent decree, 
and your report was as vile and 
villainously unfair a document as 
was ever written.” 


“You were asked to name the 
methods which had been improper 
~—not to characterize them,” Walsh 
cut in. “Now proceed.” 


“Well, in the aluminum inves- 
tigation, after one Department of 
Justice agent had testified. you re- 
marked, after he left the stand, 
that you wouldn't assign that man 
to investigate a bootlegger,” Myers 
barked. 


Calls Walsh Unfair. 


“Anything else, Mr. Myers?” 

“That's all I recall right now. 
But it was enough to convince me 
that you are an unfair man.” 
Walsh indulged himself in a bleak 
smilé, and Borah snorted con- 
temptuously at the © triviality of 
Myer’s exalmples. 


“You are an unfair man,” Myers 
blazed at Walsh. “Thee is not a 
bit of fairness in you anywhere.” 

Pressed for other proofs in sup- 
port of his charge against the dis-

Borah then took him over the 
scene in Judge Soper’s court room, 
on the day the consent decree was 
entered.

Myers left the witness stand to 
stalk up and down the commit- 
tee room, while his visibly fright- 
ened secretary, Miss Alice Geissner, 
gave wavering corroboration to her 
employer’s testimony concerning 
the carbon copy. She said it was 
her fault that the wrong copy had 
been put in the file. Under ques- 
tioning, however, she admitted 
that she had no recollection of fil- 
ing it, and that her present testi- 
mony was based on her reason- 
ing, which made it evident that she 
“must have done it.” 

Next came Assistant Attorney- 
General Mary G. Connors, an an- 
gular young woman who was 
“junior counsel” to Myers in the 
preparation of the consent decree. 
She was positive that Myers had 
mentioned the Continental dismissa- 
al to Judge Soper, whose demeanor 
on the bench she _ described as 
“very grouchy.” She also gaid the 
judgé was in haste to depart.

RAPT. GRAY SACRIFICED 
FE FOR RADIO TES 


Citation for Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross Awarded Post- 
humously Praises Bravery.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The 
War Department announced yester- 
day that posthumous award of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross to 
Capt. Hawthorne C. Gray of the 
Army Air Corps at Scott Field, 
who lost his life last November 
while trying in a balloon to break 
the world’s attitude record for air 
craft, 

The citation reads as follows: 
“For heroism, while participating 
in aerial flights. On March 9, 
1927, he attempted to establish the 
world’s altitude record for air 
craft, but due to faulty oxygen ap- 
paratus, he fainted at altitude of 
27,000 feet, recovering conscious- 
ness after 62 minutes when his bal- 
loon, having overshot its equili- 
brium point, descended to an at- 
mosphere low enough to sustain 
life. 

“Undaunted by this experience, 
Capt. Gray on May 4, 1927~made 
a second attempt when he at- 
tained an altitude of 42,470 feet, 


higher than any other earth crea-' 


ture has ever gone. On his de- 
scent, however, his balloon failed 
to parachute and it was necessary 
for him to descend from 8000 feet 
in a parachute. 

“With faith still unshaken, and 
displaying great courage and self- 
reliance, Capt. Gray on Nov. 4, 
1927, made the third attempt 
which resulted in his making the 
supreme sacrifice. In paying too 
strict attcation to the manipulation 
of his radio, in order to test its 
reception at high altitude, he al- 
lowed himself to ascend so slowly 
that his oxygen supply was more 
than half gone when he regched 
39,000 feet. 

“However, determined to make 
desired observations as well as ex- 
ceed his old record he waited 1v 
minutes at 42,000 feet testing his 
reactions before making a laSt 
rapid climb to his ceiling and a 
more rapid descent to safe atmos- 
phere. Undoubtedly his courage 
was greater than his supply of oxy- 
gen, which gave out at about 37,000 
feet.

JEFFERSON CITY 10. 
BUY TOLL BRIDGt 
FOR $366,000 


Plans to Pay for Structure 
Across Missouri River 
With Profits, and Then 
Abolish Tolls. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21.— 


An agreement for purchase of the 
highway toll bridge across the 
Missouri River at Jefferson City 
from proceeds of the present toll 
charges, with the ultimate object 
of making it a free bridge, was 
completed yesterday afternoon be- 
tween the Jeffersor City Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Missouri 
Power and Light Co., owners of 
the bridge. The agreement  be- 
comes effective March l. 

A company has been organized 


by civic groups to represent the 
city in the transaction. Revenues 
from the tolls in excess of operat- 
ing and fixed charges will be ap- 
plied to the purchase price until 
the amount is paid. The bridge 
then will be turned over to the 
city and become a free bridge. The 
purchase price agreed on, $366,- 
000, was determined by a board of 
engineers selected by the company 
and Chamber of Commerce. The 
bridge has been in use about 30 
years and is assessed by the State 
at $200,480 for taxation purposes. 

Jefferson City is the last of the 
Missouri River cities in the State 
with toll bridges to take steps to 
remove the toll charge. 

Toll Bridge Profitable. 

Tolls were lifted from a highway 
bridge at Kansas City several 
months ago through a joint bond 
issue by Kansas City and Clay 
County. The toll bridge at St. 
Charles is being purchased through 
a plan similar to that adopted by 
Jefferson City. St. Joseph has 
voted a bond issue to build a free 
highway bridge across the Missouri 
River or to purchase an existing 
toll bridge. 

The toll bridge here has become 
a profitable property in the last few 
years, as the bridge carries U. 8S. 
Highways 63 and 54, both through 
roads, across the Missouri River. 
The steadily increasing traffic on 
these roads has been subject to the 
tolls. The charges for motor ve- 
hicles have ranged from 20 cents 
up to $1. 


Operating Expenses. 

“Actual operating expenses of 
the toll bridge are said to be ap- 
proximately $12,000 a year, and 
the revenue last year was about 
$75,000. Under the plan adopted, 
the purchase price of $366,000 will 
be paid out ‘in from five to seven 
years, it was said. 

Negotiations for taking over the 
bridge have been carried on by 
Mayor Cc. W. Thomas of,Jefferson 
City as representative of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and officers of 
the Missouri Power & Light Co., 
which is a subsidiary of the North 
American Light & Power Co. of 
Chicago. The negotiations have 
been under way at intervals for 
nearly two years. . 

The company formed today to 
represent the city in taking over 
the bridge was organized with a 
nominal capital stock of $2000. The 
directors are: Mayor Thomas; Clif- 
ford Scruggs, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce; City Clerk 
H. A. Nall; J. L. Beck, chairman 
of the Merchants’ Bureau and W. 
A. Dallmeyer, banker.

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‘Lifetime J ake’ Pensendorfer, Pardoned Mur- 
derer, Employs Former Prisoners in 
Profitable Woodworking Shop. 


Special to the Pos:-Dispatch. 
CAMDEN, N. P oe Feb. 21. —_— A 


quarter of a century in prison 
could not defeat “Lifetime Jake” 
Pensendorfer. From it he has 
emerged with education, as well 
as a paying business and a com- 
fortable income. 


A murderer, Pensendorfer was 


pardoned just before Christmas, 
1926. In Pennsylvania’s Eastern 
penitentiary he had earned the 
admiration and respect of guards 
and prisoners alike. He walked 
out with a promise that he would 
not forget his friends. They gave 
him.a watch, a chain and a pen- 
knife of white gold and a purse of 
$400—but plated no great reliance 
on his promise. 
Today Penséndorfer has a thriv- 
ing woodworking and cabinet fac- 
tory at West Berlin, near this city, 
and is turning away business be- 
cause he cannot find as many 
skilled workers as he needs. He 
employs 15 men, most of whom are 
formér convicts, His superintend- 
ent was paroled after serving 10 
years for murder. His chief drafts- 
man served 10 years for embezzle- 
ment. He refuses to embarrass 
them by giying their names. 
“I could use 100 more men, if 
they were available,” he said. “I 
know where there are sOme very 
skilled woodworkers, but unfor- 
tunately the authorities are de- 
taining them.” 
During his years in prison, Pen- 
sendorfer was impressed by the 
number of “repeaters” around him, 
“I saw that they didn’t get a 
chance,” he explained. “I saw 
them come in, serve their time and 
go out with the determination to 
go straight. And then I saw. them 
come back again—licked. Their 
prison record was too much. They 
couldn’t get jobs, or when they did 
the fact that they had been behind 
bars would become known, and 
that was the end. They would go 
back to crime again because there 
wasn't anything else for them. 

“I dreamed of a time when I'd 
have a business of my own ‘out- 


side.’ I knew that if I could bring 
this about I could give many of 


these poor fellows a chance.” 

He has a two-story factory, 100 
by 30. feet, and is planning to dou- 
ble the space. The walls are of 
glass. 

“You see,” he said, “I want ad 
much sunshine in my factory as 
possible. Some of us haven't seen 
much sunshine in our lives. When 
the sun is shining on a man his 
mind is usually clean. I have but 
two rules for my employes: ‘Try 
hard to follow the straight and 
narrow path,’ and ‘quit booze en- 
tirely.’” 

Pensendorfer was convicted of 
the murder of his father-in-law, 
Henry Gauchy, in Philadelphia. 
Here is his story: 

“I was living in Audubon and 
keeping company with a girl in 
Philadelphia. We were, married 
against her father’s objections. He 
came to. our house while.I was 
away and beat my wife. Later he 
tried to shoot my mother. I start- 
ed out to thrash him and for self- 
protection put a gun in my pocket. 
When I found him he pointed a 
gun at me. His pistol missed fire. 
Mine didn’t. I was sentenced to 
be hanged. Two days before the 
time of execution the sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment. 
My greatest worry was in finding 
a way to take care of my old 
mother. Her health failed 14 
years before I was pardoned and 
she could no longer visit me. 

“T learned to make inlaid bread 
trays and jewel boxes. They at- 
tracted attention. A small part of 
the prison was assigned to me for 
a workshop... At one time I had 
150 convicts working for me. The 
money rolled in, and I had bought 
my mother a home here in West 
Berlin.” 

Pensendorfer is 54 and looks 35, 
An -ignorant man when he entered 
prison, he spent hoyurs in the study 
of literature and languages.

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‘PINKY FLYNN, 06 YEARS 
ON POLICE FORCE, DIES 


Veteran Detective to Be Buried 
Tomorrow With Depart- 
. mental Honors. 


“Pinky” Flynn, a member of the 
St. Louls Police Department for 
56 years and one of the last of the 
old-time detectives, died of heart 
disease at. the Mullanphy Eospital 
yesterday. He was 79 years old. 

Flynn was baptised Edward, but 
was widely known by his nickname, 
which referred to his pinkish mus- 
tache and hair, which, however, 
had been white in late years. 

Joining the force In 1872, Flynn 
is said to have been the first city 
detective Rnown as such and dis- 
tinguished from the regular beat 
men. He was said to have been first 
police officer on Eads Bridge, hav- 
ing arrested a pickpocket at the 
dedicatory ceremonies there. He 
was the first St. Louis detective to 
arrest Sophie Lyons, the interna- 
tlonally notorious accomplice of 
jewel thieves and bank robbers. 
He arrested her in a room at the 
old Lindell Hotel in 1887 and re- 
covered unset diamonds which she 
had.dropped into a medicine bot- 
tle. 

Flynn was the walking partner 
of such long-forgotten detectives 
as George Badger and Johnny 
Howard. He had been turnkey 
since 1922. He was a widower, 
and lived with a married daughter 
at 4733 Labadie avenue. . 

Full police honors will be ac- 
corded at his funeral, which will 
be held tOmorrow from a Lindell 
boulevard undertaking establish- 
ment to the Blessed Sacrament 
Church, with interment in Calvary 
Cemetery.

Soldiers’ Graves Planned 


House Passes Bill Which Would Also Permit 
Widows to Make Journey to France 
at Expense of U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—With- 
Out protest or debate, the House 
yesterday approved a bill to enable 
mothers and Widows of war vet- 
erans buried in Europe to make a 
pilgrimage to American cemeteries 
overseas at Government expense. 
The widows would be restricted to 
those who have not remarried. 

The measure, which now goes to 
the Scnate, would empower the 
President, in co-operation with the 
American Red Cross, to arrange 
for the pilgrimages “at any time 
during the period of three years 
from July 1,°1928.” 

The mothers and widows would 
be taken to Europe in groups. 
Each group would remain abroad 
approximately two weeks and in 
no case longer than three, unless 
return transportation were wun- 


favillable. First-class accommoda- 
tions would be provided either on 
Government-owned or chartered 
ships. Passports would be  ar- 
ranged for by the State Depart- 
ment and immigration laws would 
be suspended in the case of aliens. 

The bill, sponsored by Chairman 
Butler of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, would not call for a spe- 
cific appropriation, authorizing the 
expenditure of “such sum as may 
be necessgry.” During considera- 
tion of the bill by the House Mili- 
tary Committee it was estimated 
by Mrs. Mathilda A. Burling. na- 
tional representative of the Gold 
Star Mothers Association of Amer- 
ica, that not in excess of 230690 
mothers would desire to make the 
trip, There are approximately

Its Chief Aim to Teach Amer- 
icans to Govern Selves, 
Charles Nagel Says. 


Strengthening democracy by 
training Americans to govern 
themsélves was pictured as a chief 


aim of Washington University by® 


€harles Nagel, former Cabinet 
member and acting president of the 


university corporation, in an ad- 
dress beginning the 
diamond jubilee celebration to- 
day. 

Eliot Seminary, from which 
grew the university, was founded 
by the Rev. William G. Eliot, pas- 
tor of the Church of the Messiah, 
On Feb. 22, 1853. A banquet com- 
memorating the event will be held 
tomorrow night at Hotel Chase, 
with Nagel as toastmaster, 

He and the present pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah, the Rev. 
William L. Sullivan, and Charles E. 
Dilion,;.a student, spoke at the jubi- 
lee meeting of students and facul- 
ty, with Acting Chancellor Throop 
presiding, in Graham Memorial 
Chapel. 

“It is customary on this sort of 
an occasion to call on one old 
enough to reminisce,” Nagel re- 
marked. “That requirement I ean 
fill, for I heard my first lectures in 
the law school at Seventh and 
Chestnut streets, and it was by 
privilege to be graduated at Eicht- 
eenth street and Washington ave- 
nue, 

“We have a great name we must 
honor, and a great charter we 
must justify. We cannot go,on in 
the beaten track, for our problems 
have changed from these which 
confronted the founders of the uni- 
versity. 

Democracy’s Future. 

“We must face the modern probd- 
lem of democracy, which is being 
tested by ‘our ability to govern 
ourselves. If it is to survive the 
test, it must look to the student 
body of this day. and I am not 
sure that we are fully meeting that 
obligation. , 

“Democracy must learn to rec- 
ognize excellence by choice. The 
superficial idea of equality is fatal 
to good government in a democ- 
racy. It is not merely a question 
of intellectual development, but of 
character as well, and, in my 
judgment, the latter element has 
not been sufficiently dwelt upon, 
for character will be the test for 
the survival of a free people.” 

In this connection it may be in- 
teresting to note.that President 
Robert 8S. Brookings of the cor- 
poration at last commencement 
said that the university, having es- 
tablished leadership in medicine, 
next would choose leadership in 
the science of government. 

“The educational system of the 
United States cannot be left to 
one section,” said Nagel. “We of 
this section have a spirit of our 
own, and it must be developed in 
its own way. Eastern students 
could learn no more than if they 
came out here and learned some- 
thing of the spirit of the Middle 
West.”’ 

« Theater Planned. 

Dillon, a juntor in the college 
and representative of the confer- 
ence in the Missouri Valley Ora- 
torical Contest, cited, for the stu- 


dents’ contribution, that @ recently 
organized dramatic group planned 
a theater and department of 
dramatics, and that other groups 
might likewise bring about the ad- 
dition of new departments of 
study.

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GOOLIDGE DOUBTFUL 
OF REID FLOOD PLAN 


Engineers Tell Him It Will Cost 
$1,500,000,000—He Seeks 
Some Other Idea.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—En- 
gineering reports on the Reid flood 
control led President Coolidge to 
believe the measure is unworkable 
and unnecessarily extravagant, and 
he intends to confer with House 
members to obtain an agreement 
upon a different plan. 

Army engineers have told the 
President the Reid bill would in- 
volve the expenditure of perhaps 
$1,500,000,000, which is possibly 
four times as much as the cost of 
the program presented to Con- 
gress by the administration. In 
additian, the President has been 
told that the measure would im- 
pose upon him the responsibility 
for making a large number of de- 
cisions as to work and _ design, 
most of them of the type which 
only expert professional authority 
should handle.

Make Reply. 


THINK PRESENT LAW 
HAS HAD FAIR TRIAL 


Majority Is Opposed to Re- 
peal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, the Poll Be- 
ing 953 for, 984 Against.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—With 
1805 Episcopal clergymen in all 
parts of the country voting 1304 
to 501 that prohibition is a fail- 
ure in their localities, and with 
1389 favoring modification of the 
Volstead act as compared to 673 
opposed to modification, the board 
of directors of the Church Tem- 
perance Society of the Frotestant 
Episcopal Church yesterday: went 
on record more strongly than ever 
as attacking prohibition and urz- 
ing a return to the principle of vol- 
untary temperance by moral edu- 
cation. 

The meeting at which the vari- 
ous resolutions were unanimously 
adopted was the regular quarterly 
session of the board of directors. 
What was regarded as virtually the 
final report on the nation-wide 
poll of Episcopal clergymen con- 
ducted by the society was present- 
ed by Christopher T. Emmet. An 
overwhelming majority of the r:- 
plies favored modification of <he 
Volstead act, but the vote was 
closely divided on the question of 
the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, 953 clergymen voting 
for repeal and $84 against. 


Resolution In Part. 

The principal resolution adop<- 
ed was introduced by the Rev. Dr. 
Charles A. Livingston of Setauket, 
I. I., chairman of the executive 
committee. It read in part: 

“Whereas, The attempt at pro- 
hibition as embodied in the Vol- 
stead act has hampered the medi- 
cal profession, corrupted politics 
and made the underworld semi- 
respectable, thereby setting - bad 
examples to the young who are 
receiving their trafning in char- 
acter.” 

“Therefore, Be it resolved that 
we record our confidence in the 
time-honored constitution of the 
Church Temperance Society; 
namely, voluntary temperance by 
moral education. 

“Be it further resolved, That in- 
asmuch as the Church Temper- 
ance Society was the first organ- 
ization to hold a nation-wide ref- 
erendum on prohibition within its 
own communion, that we lend our 
support to the plan of the Associ- 
ation Opposed to the Eeighteenth 
Amendment for a national refer- 
endum on the subject of ‘he 
Eighteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution and of the Volstead 
act.” 

2980 Answer Questionnaires. 

The report of the committee on 
nation-wide poll of the Episcopal 
clergy stated that-from a total of 
5301 Episcopal rectors to whom 
questionnaires were sent replies 
were received from 2980. Not all 
of those sending replies voted on 
all of the questions submitted to 
them, however, as appears from 
the following tabulation:

WASHINGTCN, Feb. 21. — Fi- 
nancial statistics of the city cor- 
poration of St. Louis for the fiscal 
year that ended April 11, 1927, 
made public today by the Depart- 
ment cf, Commerce, shows a per 
capita expenditure of $38.03 for 
the general departments of the 
city government. The total for 
the year was $31,663,368. 
In order to make the figures 
comparable with those of cities 


where the schools are part of the 
city corporation, the department 
included the transactions of the St. 
Iauis Board of Education for the 
fiscal year that ended June 30, 
1927. The per capita figures were 
based on an estimated population 
of 832,600. 

The per capita expense shows 
an increase.from $35.55 for 1926 
and from $21.10 for 1918. 

Payments for the operation and 
maintenance of public service en- 
terprises in 1927 (waterworks, 
markets, scales, docks, wharves, 
harbor and garage), amounted to 
$2,371,436; interest on debt, $1,- 
645,873; and outlays for perma- 
nent improvements including those 
for public service enterprises, $19,- 
561,893. The total payments, 
therefore, for operation and 
maintenance of general depart- 
ments and public service enter- 
prises, for interest, and outlays, 
including schools, were $55,242,- 
570. The totals include all pay- 
ments for the year, whether made 
from current revenues or from the 
proceeds of bond issues, 

Of this amount, $123,916 repre- 
sents payments by a city depart- 
ment or enterprise to another on 
account of services. 

The total. payments for the 
schools amounted to $12,632,493, 
Of this amount, $10,136,730 repre- 
sents payments for operation and 


— 


debt, and $2,406,203, outlays. 
Total Revenue Receipts. 

The total revenue receipts, in- 
cluding schools, were $46,681,931, 
or $56.07 per capita. This was 
$11,001,254 more than the total 
payments of the year, exclusive of 
the payments for permanent im- 
provements. These payments in 
excess of revenue receipts were 
met from the proceeds of debt ob- 
ligations. The revenue receipts for 
the school district amounted to 
$12,735,561. 

Of the total revenue receipts, 
$123,916 represents receipts from 
a city department or enterprise on 
account of services. 

Property taxes represented 62.6 
per cent of the total revenue for 
1927, 64.5 per cent for 1926 and 
61.4 per cent for 1918. The in- 
crease in the amount of property 
taxes collected was 83.8 per cent 
from 1918 to 1926; and 0.7 per cent 
from 1926 to 1927. The per capita 
property taxes were $35.11 in 1927, 
$33.57 in 1926 and $19.97 in 1918. 

Earnings of public service enter- 
prises operated by the city repre- 
sented 8.4 per cent of the total 
revenue for 1927, 8.7 per cent for 
1926 and 11 per cent for 1918.

The difficulty, if there 
is any, is not from an external aggression, but is 
from internal difficulties. From time to time 
there arises a situation most regrettable, in 
which sovereignty does not work. When in a 
given area there is not government, there in- 
dependence and sovereignty cannot be. What are 
we to do when government breaks down and 
American citizens are threatened? Must we see 
our citizens butchered because a government, for 
reasons beyond its control, cannot give them pro- 


tection? 

“If there is any!” How naive that is: Our armed 
forces have almost continuously occupied the coun- 
try since 1909. Yet the adroit Mr. Hughes, bathing 
the Caribbean in his benign smile, says jf there is 
any difficulty we can explain it.

Hesperopithecus haroldcookii, otherwise known as 
the Nebraska tooth, turns out to be nothing more or 
less than the molar of a prehistoric pig.

Mr. NORRIS. Mr. President, it seems 
to me it is a practical question. Either we 
want to have an investigation, or we do 
not. If we want to have an investigation 
let us vote for the resolution that will bring 
it about. If we do not want an investiga- 
tion, let us vote it down, or vote for the 
amendment which kills it. There is not 
any use in concealing the truth about it. 
It looks perfectly clear to me. I am not 
finding fault with the man who says, “We 
do hot need to have any investigation; we 
do not want any.” He has a right te do 
that. It is a question with two sides. I 
concede it. I would not question his hon- 
esty, or his wisdom, or anything of that 
kind; but we are either going to have an 
investigation or not; and, as I think I have 
now demonstrated, as a matter of law, if 
the so-called George amendment is agreed 
to, we will get no investigation.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21. 

S grand as many New York 
A notes are, they are not grand 

enough for many patrons. At 
their own expense they knock 
down walls to make two rooms into 
one, import decorators to fashion 
murals and furnish them accord- 
ing t* individual tastes. 

New bathrooms are installed, so 
are sunrooms, and sometimes pipe 
organs. Such apartments are us- 
ually manned by a quota of per- 
sonal servants not attached to the 
hotel. Yet the tenants have all 
the service the hotel provides plus 
their own. It offers living on a 
scale not possible in apartment 
houses. 

There are some who take an 
entire floor of a hotel wing with 
the space of from 15 to 20 rooms. 
And what pops the eyes of many 
of us from the forks of the creek 
is that these apartments are usual- 
ly occupied only six months of the 
year. One bachelor had two rooms 
converted inta a bath. 

The floor is of sea green glass 
with water flowing under it and 
the walls and ceilings are paneled 
with mirrors. The plumbing fix- 
tures are of sterling silver and the 
cost exceeded $50,000. The space 
rental alone is $10,000 a year. 

In one of the hotels overlooking 
Central Park a millionaire has the 
entire frontage of one floor and 
his rental is $73,000 a year. Ho- 
tels make no reductions in stich 
instances because a family of say 
five occupying 17 rooms represents 
@ loss to the dining room. 

This splendor in hotel living is 
a gesture of prosperity springing 
up in the past five years. It marks 
the almost complete passing of the 
family mansion in the city proper. 
Those who have not gohe to the 
de luxe apartment houses have 
gone to hotels.

IN STATE PARKS DELAYED DAY 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb 21.— 
Opening of the season for trout 
fishing in streams and _ spring 
branches within State parks of 
Missouri is delayed one ~ day, 
through a rulin gtoday by Attor- 
ney-General N. T. Gentry as to the 
date the season begins.

gles on the part of the _“Strangler.” 
Eventually Lewis ceased wriggling 
and then Referee Sharpe tapped 
Stecher on the back, winner of the 
fall in 66-seconds. 

The strange part of this success 
of Stecher lies in the fact that the 
sum of all his efforts in the other 
two falls, lasting a total of 2 hours 
and 28 minutes, rietted Joe _noth- 
ing; whereas one ‘mad grab gave 
him a fall in ‘less than’ one minute 
in the second. period. 


Stecher, as champion, grievously 
disappointed his pporters by -his 
failure. to shewathe. slightest. ag- 
Gressiveness in.the first fall. He 
permitted. the slightly heavier 
Lewis to take.the aggressive where- 
as, as chamption,:-Joe the “Scissors 
King,”” should at least have gone 
forth and done battle. His aggres- 
sive activity in the entire two hours 
and more.consisted in trying to 
dive for Lewis’ legs to bring the 
big fellow, to the. mat, but in each 
instance he was frustrated. On the 
face of.things Lewis was not only 
the better wrestler but the more 
dangerous. 

From a wrestling standpoint, in 
the matter of holds exhibited and 
science and thought displayed, 
Stecher was a “dud.” His famous 
“scissors” hold was not employed 
once to advantage and was  at- 
tempted only twice during the con- 
test and then abortively. As far 
as Stecher is concerned he showed 
no wrestling versatility. From 
viewing.the match one would judge 
that he had-no holds at. his com- 
mand at all, for he attempted none. 


Head-to-Head Shoving Match.. 
Lewis, the new champion, was 


at least aggressive but he too dis- 
played nothing of a repertoire and 
contented*himself-with a “bulling’’ 
campaign of forcing Stecher back- 
ward around the ring in a head-to- 
head shoving match. At times he 
tried his headlock but it is inter- 
esting to observe that on no occa- 
sion during..the contest did he 
make a serious effort with his cus- 
tomary headlock. This is usually 


Lewis was the first to enter the 

ring. last night with Stecher fol- 
lowing almost immediately. Lewis, 
who in previous appearances here, 
has shown little effort at. proper 
conditioning, last night stripped a 
perfect physical specimen. His tre- 
mendous torso was ‘down to its 
minimum weight, although a slight 
roll of fat over his hips told the 
story of approaching years. Waist- 
line fat after 35 is almost impos- 
sible to entirely remove. 
As the men began at seven min- 
utes after 10 it was evident that 
neither intended to force matters. 
They each took -head holds and 
then began the long’ and tiresome 
“*bulldogging” process whereby 
each hoped to wear down the 
other. 

Throughout the long two hours 
and 16 minutes that followed 
Stecher made only: two or three 
half-hearted efforts'to take the ag- 
gressive. These consisted in drop- 
ping to’his knees, trying to bring 
Lewis to the mat with him. In all 
these attempts he failed. 

Lewis, on the other hand, al- 
though slow to start, became con- 
stantly more and more aggressive. 
He took Stecher to the mat half a 
dozen times during the 1326 min- 
utes. The first came 21 minutes 
after the match began, hut Stech- 
er was down only momentarily. He 
broke Lewis’ front headlock quick- 
ly and the men rose to.do their 
head-to-head __ stuff, a procedure 
that featured most of the first 
fall. 

A few. minutes later Lewis 
tripped Stecher and brought Joe 
to the mat underneath with a full 
body hold. - Lewis. could not.im- 
prove. this. hold and’ deliberately 
carried. Stecher.to the ropes in 
order that.both might take. the 
center position standing. 

Stecher, in standing position con- 
tinually bored his head into Lewis’ 
face but Big Ed ° philosophically 
took his punishment and: went on 
about the business of bringing 
down his foe. Stecher dived for 
Lewis’ legs but missed. A» mo- 
ment later Lewis brought Stecher 
to the mat for the third time. On 
this occasion. Lewis . proceeded to 
kneel onsStecher’s ankles and feet 
in-a-way that had’ Joe squirming. 
Lewis tried-desperatély to fix a 
hammer lock on.Stecher, but Joe 
broke ‘it, and finally, after 15 min- 
utes, Stecher broke‘ away and’ re- 
gained his feet.

about his opponent’s jaw just 
above the strangle point. The only 
headlocks Lewis tried during the 
contest were three or fowr reverse 
or front headlocks, which Stecner 
broke easily. 

‘Throughout the match there was 
an absence of face making an: 
pretense and as nearly as the lay- 
man could observe the bout was on 
the square. Many walked out shak- 
ing their heads, but théy them- 
selves did not know. what it was 
about. 

As far as could be learned there 
Was only ‘casual betting on the *re- 
sult. There was plenty of Lewis 
money in sight at all times and 
very little Stecher coin to cover it. 

As the bout finished there was 
a rush~of Lewis enthusiasts into 
the ring and they gave Big Ed a 
rousing send off. To regain a title 
at the age of 35 is a feat not often 
heard of in the athletic world. 
There were plenty of cafpers who 
sniffed and~ suggested that it all 
was pre-arranged. 

Billy Sandow, manager of Lewis, 
when the last fall became history 
rushed over to the ropes and said 
to the writer: 

“Don’t sdy that Lewis regained 
the title; -say'‘that:he retained it. 
You know, he:never lost it.’’ 


Sandow referred to the fact that 
Lewis three years ago wrestled 
Wayne Munn in Kansas City and 
lost_two falls..out of three, but 
claimed that his champion was 
“robbed.”” Referee Walter Bates 
ruled in that match that’ when 
‘Wayne Munn dropped Lewis out- 
side the ring and supposedly hurt 
him, he forfeited’ only a fall. He 
forced Bewis to come back and 
wrestle the third fall. Whether 
Lewis was really injured or not 
the. gods know—and Lewis. But 
at any rate, Big Ed was thrown on 
his return to the ring for the third 
fall, and thereafter Sandow claimed 
that Lewis had not lost the title, 
but that the official had erred. 

It is a singular fact that several 
months later, when the same men 
met in a return match, Lewis con- 


sented to have the ‘same official 
referee—Walter Bates.

Stecher, strange to say, gained a 
front head lock on Lewis but §it 
proved his undoing.

Lewis got a toe hold 
but seemed to be getting nowhere 
with it. Suddenly he shifted and 
gained a bar arm lock, with which 
leverage, aided by the pressure of 
his big body, he slowly forced 
Stecher to the mat fora fall. Time, 
2 hours, 16 minutes. 


The Second Fall. 


The second fall came with such 
stunning suddenness. that the 
crowd hardly realized= what had 
happened. The men fiddled for-a 
brief period, head-to-head. Then 
Stecher suddenly grabbed Lewis’ 
arm with both hands, brought him 
to the mat with a yank and turned 
his hoid into a double wristlock. 
He fell on top of Lewis, pinning 
him: with his weight. It looked 
like a hard chance. Lewis kept 
-bouncing up and down on the can- 
vas, with Joe bearing down hard. 
Referee Bharpe spread himself on 
the canvas for a better view and 
did not tap Stecher on the back 
until satisfied that Lewis’ struggles 
were in vain. 

The men hopped’ out of the ring 
immediately after,. Lewis being 
pursued all the way by resounding 
boos. 

The Third Fall. 


Stecher came out for the third 
fall hal: dazed, at least in appear- 
ance, Here is one wrestler who is 
not < showman. Any time he reg- 
isters distress it is usually consid- 
ered genuine. Lewis, full of pep, 
danced .in his corner but came out 
cautiously. 

This fall began at 1:15 and _ be- 
fore-a minute had elapsed the ag- 
gressive Lewis took Stecher down 
with a body hold and tried-for a 
hammer =§ lock. Suddenly he 
dropped it and swung around in a 
complete half circle to. pick up a 
front headlock, but Joe broke this 
quickly. 

They rose to their feet and 
locked for the usual “bulling” pro- 
cess with Lewis the more virile 
and yanking constantly at Stech- 
er’s neck. After eight minutes 
‘Lewis took Stecher to the = floor 
with a body hold which Stecher 
broke and got up quickly only to 
be slammed down again by Lewis.

VOTES FOR FLAPPERS. 

HREE MILLION GIRLS—at 
T icast—win vote at the next 

general election in Great Brit- 
ain, on the word of King George 
and Premier Baldwin when Parlia- 
ment opened the other day. The 
Government pledges itself to intro- 
duce and put through a Dill low- 
ering the age for women voters 
from 30 to 21. 

“Election results always have 
been on the knees of the, gods; by 
giving the vote to flappers, we'll 
merely transfer part of the burden 
te the knees of the goddesses—and 
unless fashions change we'll be 
able to see just where we stand,” 
said Col. Albert Lambert Ward, 
with a line that sounds like Punch, 
when he announced in the House 
of Commons the Government’s in- 
tention of passing the new suf- 
frage bill. 

British girls, in the memorial 
with which the impetuous Miss 
Coutts-Tr-‘ter vainly tried to crash 
Buckingham Palace, estimate that 
the new “flapper voters” will in- 
clude “3,000,000 young women, the 
flower of the present generation; 
among them, some of*the most 
brilliant minds of the day—mem-

Even the reason- 
ably young do not all escape this 
unflattering little touch, It is not 
nearly so much a matter of age as 
it is one of oiliness or dryness 
that determines the presence or ab- 
sence of eye lines at this trying 
time of year. 
Be not therefore alarmed—par-

Before getting down to practical 
corrective measures here, I want 
to say something in the direction 
of practical preventive measures. 
The world seems to be still quite 
full—despite the beauty shop and 
her colleagues—of women who slap 
on their face powder instead of 
first gently placing it here and 
there on the face and then blend- 
ing it into the skin. And, it. has 
been my observation, that these 
fair powderslappers suffer worst 
from wintertime crowsfeet! 

To begin with, the skin around 
and about the eyes is much thin- 
ner in texture and therefore a 
great deal more sensitive than the 
skin on the rest of the face. Cold 
winds may leave the cheek wun- 
scathed, because of the richer fat 
deposit there, but invariably it 
dries and crackles the area about 
the eyes. And to further dry this 
skin with powder — which really 
has no business directly under- 
neath the eyes—is to deliberately 
invite lines. 

The correction of lines newly 
formed is comparatively easy. Al- 
mond oil smoothed over the shriv- 
eled skin, then lightly, deftly pat- 
ted in with the fingertips and left 
to remain on over night, is the 
sensible way to deal with cases of 
incipient :rowsfeet. 

Toward the outer corner of the 
eye, rather the whole of the temple 
area, the fingertip patting proves 
most effective when alternated 
with a firm yet gentle rotary mas- 
sage in an outward and upward 
direction. 

Then to prevent the recurrence 
of the lines when next the wintry 
winds have to be faced it is an ex- 
ceedingly good plan to anoint the 
most vulnerable parts of the face 
with one’s favorite disappearing, 
vanishing or foundation cream, 
whichever you care to call it.
